Compromise Urged 
in Teen Age Draft 


Washington, June 10.—(API — 


Induction of 18-year-olds for serv- 
ice in this country only was pro- 
posed today as the basis for com- 
promising thr senate-house stale- 
mate over draft extension. 


The plan was offered by Rep. 


Sparkman (D-Ala) in an effort to 
break the deadlock over the house's 
repeated refusal to vote for a teen- 
age draft and the senate's insist- 
ence that the teen-agers be induct- 
ed to relieve men with long serv- 
ice records. 


Sparkmans' plan would prohibit 


the aimed forces from sending 38- 
year-olds overseas unless they vol- 
unteered but would allow them to 
be drafted for service in the United 
States. 
It would not affect the 


status of 19-year-olds, who now 
may be sent overseas if they were 
inducted prior to last Mny 15. 


Prior to last May 15, the serv- 


ices ^were permitted to draft teen- 
age'rS for service anywhere, but 
congress, in passing a resolution 
extending the draft law until June 
30, prohibited induction

We Ought to Be Ashamed 
It has been suggested that we 


should welcome the bread shortage 
because empty bakery and gro- 
cery shelves mean that the absent 
loaves are feeding the hungry of 
Europe and Asia. That is a fine, 
comforting way of looking at it. 
But some of the more skeptical 
might be inclined to take a less 
optimistic View. 


A few weeks 
ago 
Americans 


•were asked 
to 
use 
less bread. 


Shortly afterward 
it was an- 


nounced that there would be a 
25 per cent cut in wheat for do- 
mestic flour. In a matter of days 
another shortage was upon us. 
Why ? 


There are several probable rea- 


sons. though admittedly the situ- 
ation is clouded 
enough 
to put 


some of, them in the realm of in- 
ference rather than documented 
fact. 
For one thing, this is the 


lean period before the new wheat 
harvest, and thus the added drain 
of export shipments is felt more 
keenly. 
For another, the distri- 


bution of existing supplies is not 
even. 


But still, the cut is only 25 per 


cent. 
Why, then, has the supply 


dropped 50 per cent or more in 
many cities? Part of the answer, 
perhaps, can be" found in the bread 
queues and in the minds Of many 
persons standing in those queues. 


We strongly feel— though there 


is no way to prove it — that if 
every American beyond childhood 
had cut his bread consumption by 
one slice a day, there would have 
been no acute shortage. But the 
mention of short supply in any- 
thing is enough to make many 
rush forth, buy. and hoard. 


We saw it throughout the war, 


•when word that rationing of some 
item of food was to be begun or 
resumed WHS enough to create a 
shortage in that food. 
We see it 


today in the continuing, flourish- 
ing black market. 


Too many people are just plain 


piggish. They hlame OPA (which 
certainly isn't blameless) or the 
grocer or butcher or baker. But 
too often the truth is that they 
just feel chcn ted, discriminated 
against, 
deprived 
of 
something1 


that's coining to them. They look 
at pictures of emaciated victims 
of hunger, and yet cannot bear to 
be inconvenienced. 


And so they schenic and plan. 


They buy too much at; prices that 
arc far too high. 
They s^piid In 


line to get theirs while the get- 
ting's good, fussing and fuming, 
losing time and 
temper.
